When  the  White 
p r I'aaa  and  Yukon  R K.  was  built  from 
SR«fw>>  to  Whltehourse.  the  firm's 
busjneaa  was  hurt,  amt  he  took  over 
a sawmill  at  Milhaven.  a little  south 
of  Carvro**,  on  Tagish  I-ike.  Mr*. 
1‘aitgidge.  who  had  joined  him  soon 
after  he  went  north,  and  he  built  a 
h'aittcbdat  on  the  lake  for  a home. 
As  his  affair*,  prospered  he  liad  tune 
to  Vkplorr  the  twisted  maws  of  water- 
" 4y*  forming  Tagish  and  Atlm 
I -iko-  and  built  a yacht  for  the 
purpose,  winch  they  christened

Then  Stanley  McLennan,  a pros- 
pector la*  had  grubstake*!  found  gold 
at  the  end  of  West  Taku  Ann.  a Jew 
mile*  north  of  l».e  famous  Llewellyn 
(•lacier.

Fred  J.  Jeune:  Dean  of  British  Columbia  Sailmakers 


'rHE,  white  wing*  of  sail  have 
* flown  from  the  harbors  of  the 
world,  but  an  old  Victoria  crafts- 
man still  know*  how  to  rash  ton 
them. 

|)«dnirk  John  Jeune,  sailmaker, 
has  been  handling  canvas  since  he 
was  12  years  old.  He  Is  now  89. 
Kvery  day  he  works  a full  eight 
hours  at  thr  same  tfcnch  hr  bought 
with  his -meagre  capital  when  he  set 
up  business  in  a rat-ridden  shack  65 
jears  ago. 

Stupe,  barques,  schooners,  brigan- 
tine* lie  knew  I Ja  m,  sailed  in 
them,  sliapcd  their  lowering  suits  of 
canvas  with  strong  patient  hands. 
Now  they  are  gone.  Mr.  Jeune  still 
tends  the  yachts  which  are  the  puny 
remnants  of  the  great  sailing  fleet.

Making  sails  w.is  always  his 
chief  Interest.  With  the  decline  of 
•ail  you  might  expeqt  him  to  fade 
gently  away.  Not  so,  however.  What 
happened  to  the  Village  smithy 
under  the  spreading  chestnut  tree? 
FI  I her  It  folded  uu  or  turned  into 
a garage. 

Mr  Jeune  made  no  Much  dt**|ier- 
ate  choice.  He  has  a feeling  fdr 
sails,  but  h»  la  a shrewd  old  gentle- 
man who  I, nows  the  value  nf  a 
dollar  InstVad  of  letting  the  w intis 
of  commerce  blow  him  on  the  rocks, 
he  steered,  hi*  own  course  to  pros- 
perity.

F.  J.  Jeune  was  born  In  Jlisry, 
vli.-intiel  l>i.imLs,  In  1862.  lie  Was  the 
Non  of  a sea  captain. 

Tiom  jrarly  chikthood  lie  was 
“i4*iy  about  boats,"  and  wept  sail- 
ing whenever  he  could.  By  his  own 
choice  he  left  school  at  the  age  of 
i'j  and  was  apprenticed  to  a sail- 
maker.  The ‘life  wasn't  all  Jam  and 
ginger.  "I  tried  to  leave  once,  but 
1 couldn't. " he  says.  *'l  found  I'd  go 
to  jail  If  I did  **

One  word  ri  often  enough  to  de- 
scribe an  individual,  but  a thousand 
books  may  fall  to  capture  the-spirit 
of  a nation  or  a city.  What  can  you 
say  of  a city  like  London?  Its  com- 
plexity defies  ail  the  cataloguers 
and  analysts  and  makers  of  gui.ie 
books. 

Where  thCse  ponderous  men  fail 
the  strolling  evsayist  almost  suc- 
ceeds. by  simply  ignoring  the  ob- 
stacles they  try  to  hurdle.  He  makes 
little  attempt  to  define.  He  look* 
to  (Mirticulan  and  lets  generalities 
take  rare  of  themselves.  He  seeks 
a mood  or  an  atmosphere  The 
search  inn  In*  fascinating. 

Thu  has  always  been  H.  V.  Mor- 
ton's appru.c  h.  as  the  titles  of  his 
books  testify:  "In  Search  of  Eng- 
land,''  "In  Search  of  South  Africa." 
and  the  rest. 

Many  other  regional  books  are 
like  tours  on  a rubberneck  bus 
Morton's  are  like  rambles  with  a 
well  Infomied  and  amusing  friend. 
This  one  Is  a worthy  addition  to  the 
series. 

Few  men  alive  know  London 
better  thin  Morton  does.  The 
temptation  to  classify  and  go  into 
excessive  detail,  or*  to  over  drama- 
tire,  must  -have  been  great;  but  the 
author,  of  course,  has  resisted  it. 
lie  remains  selective  but-  still  In- 
formal, specific,  straightforward, 
free  from  sentimentality  and  enter- 
taining without  pause. 

In  one  of  his  rare  descriptive 
generalizations  he  say*  this: 

"London  is  a plare  where  millions 
of  people  have  been  living  and  dying 
for  a very  long  time  on  the  same 
plot  of  earth,  drenching  it  with  their 
blood,  glorifying  it  with  their  no- 
bility or  degrading  it  with  villainy, 
pulling  it  down  and  building  it  up. 
generation  after  generation,  yet 
never  destioying  tit  * vision  of  an 
earlier  day." 

Morion  has  the  gift  of  making  the 
past  live.  He  docs  it  by  attention 
to  small  concrete  details  and  by  re- 
lating the  remote  to  the-  familiar.

He  continued  reading  and  research 
while  in  prison  and  up*n  his  return

His  book,  which,  according  to 
criUea.  "contains  an  Incredible 
amount  of  research."  la  probably 
the  most  detailed  and  authoritative 
statement  which  has  been  written 
on  that  particular  topic.
